The President last autumn took the 
initial step toward the calling of the 
second conferbnce, addressing, through 
Secretary of State John Hay. a cal! to 
the powers. The powers, including 
Japan, acquiesced iu the proposition of 
the President, but Russia, while ac- 
cepting it in principle. objected to 
holding the conference while she was 
Waging @ war with one of the signa- 
tery powers. She indicated that at a 
later time, perhaps on the conclusion 
of the peaee between herself and 
Japan, the "aie of a second confer- 
ence at The e would be agreeable 
to her. 

The visit of Ambassador Rosen was

WET PROJECT 
IS MENACED. 


Would Head Off Reservoir 
Workin Colorado. 
Lotal Benefits are Threatened 
by the Move. 


With one of the biggest recjamation 
enterprises of the government threat- 
ened by a railroad company in Colo- 
rado, Los Angeles has gore to the 
rescue in an effort to preserve the prod~ 
ect from annihilation. 

The Los Angeles Realty Board and 
the Chamber of Commerce ere at the 
head-of the movement, the object of 
which is to ¢iroumvent a secherne to 
destroy pians for the irrigation of about 
2,000,000 acres of arid tands in various 
States, including CaWfornia and Ari- 
zona. 

Defeat of the government's purpose 
to réclaim these lands would be felt 
seVertly in Los Angeles, as hundreds 
of thousands of acres awaiting the 
coming of the water are directly trfb- 
utary to this city. 
| The situation is serious, and it is 
likely that the local bodies that have 
taken wp the matter, in addition éo en- 
listing the ald of Southern Ca)iforfiia 
representatives in Gongress, will call 
for expert legal assistance. 

The nub of the matter is that the 
Denver, Northwestern and ‘Pacific 
Railroad, known bettér as the Moffat 
fo0ad, which is buliding from Denver to 
Salt Lake City, hag succeeded so far 
in blocking pians for the construc- 
tion of reservoire in Colorado, the 
building of which has an important 
bearing on the flaw of the water in the 
Colorado River, thus seriously affe>t- 
ing plans for the irrigation of = 
tracts of arid lands not oniy in Colo- 
rado, but in othér States as well. 

. GRIM I8 THE DANGER. 

‘In California and Arizona alone the 
territory that would be deprived of ir- 
rigation, in the event that the raliroad 
scheme succeed, comprises 500,000 acree, 
ofan estimated value, under irrigtt.on, 


The United States Reclamation Serv- 
ice, with a view to supplying irrigation 
for vaet territory subject io such 


treatment, located reservoir sites in 
Gore Cafion and in Brown's Park, in 
Northwestern Colorado. By the con- 


struction of these reservoirs, vast areas 
in different States were to be re- 
claimed. 

Profersing its need of parts of these 
sites for the construction of its line, 
the Moffat lread has succeeded in 
the Colorade courts in «stepping the 
government project, alleging that the 
railroed right of way must go throug 
Gore Cafion and Brown's Park. Shon! 
the railroad: company ulitmetely gain 
ite contention, the reservolr «'tes must 
be abandoned by the government, and 
the big irrigation enterprise will be 
Ripped im the bud. 

t is with a view to setting eside the 
claims of the railroad company, an4 
to foster the irrigation pian that action 
has been taken by the two local bodies 


named. 
LOCAL BODIES ACT. 

At its semi-monthly meeting and 
luncheon yesterday, the Los Angeles 
Realty Board took up the que- 
tion, finding the situation so serious 
that suthorization wae'given to the 
appointment of a committee to wait 
on’ Senator Flint and Congressman Mc- 
Lachian and engage their aid in pre- 
venting the triumph of the rallroad 
compeny. The committee also wil) en- 
deavor to arouse public sentiment and, 
if necessary. will secure legal asesist- 
ance in the contest that is to be made. 

The Chamber of Commerce already 
hae taken Sction along «similar lines. 

In the course of the inquiry con- 
ducted yesterday by the Reaity Board 
it developed that the two sites in ques- 
tion could not possibly be used both as 
railroad rights of way and as reser- 
voir sites. It was sei forth that im- 
mense public benefite depend upon 
the use of Gore Cafion and Brown's 
Park as reservoir sites, without which 
the community at \arge would be de- 
prived of the use of land that can be 
made available for the sustenance of 
thousands of families. On the other 
band, it was shown that the railroad 
company could just as wel) change its 
route through the mouniains, and leave 
the government in possession of the 
reservoir sites. The fact was cited that 
the United States engineers had eur- 
veyed another route equaily as desira- 
bie for the r&iliroad, but that it had, 
been declined. On this ground it was 
alleged that the  ralilroa company 
might have af ulterior purpose ip view 
in opposing the reclamation project. 

FACTS OF THE CASE. 

It is a fer ery from California w 
Colorado, and it might at first appear 
strange ihat Los Angeles should have 
any interest in the building of reser- 
voirs in Gore or anywhere else 
in that vicinity, Engineers have 
shown, howéver, that it is only 
storing waters in that section that the 
flow of the Colorado River can be reg- 
ulated #0 as to afford needed irrigation 
factiities farther down the stream. 
Careful investigation by experts has 
shown that the building of reserwoirs 
below the Grand Cafion of the Colo- 
rado is not feasible for the reason that 
there is no bedrock in the stream. 
Thus it is that, while 40.000 acres are 
irrigable, perhaps, without the reser- 
voirs, several times that amount would 
be irrigabdle if there were a regula- 
tion of the supply of water, such regus 
lation to be effected by the building 
of the reservoirs in C 
Trustworthy estimates of the area 
of itrrigable lands above the Grand 
Cafion, in various States, and not now 
irrigated, are as follows: Colorado, 
200,000 acres; New Mexico, 50,000 acres: 
Utah, 100,000 acres: Wy 40.000 
acres; Arizona, 86,000 acres; a total of 
470.000 acres. 
Of the same kind of land below the 
Grand Cafion the figures ars as fol- 
lows: Arizona, 394,000 acres: Califor- 
nia-Blythe estate and Palo Verde Val- 
ley, 102,000 acres, Needles Valley, 17,000 
acres; Yuma Indian reservation, 23,000 
acres; Imperial Valley. 275.000 acres: 
Mexico (territory outside the United 
States) 688,000 acres; a grand total of 
1,969,000 acres of trrigable lands. 
California and Arizona, being the 
lowest divertors of the waters of the 
Colorado River. are necessarily the 
most vitally interested in the develop- 
ment of the irrigation project and it 
is for that reason that the Los Angeles 
commercial bodies Nave taken up the 
matter with the purpose of lending 
such assistance as may be possible. 
‘RAILROAD ONLY GAINER.” 


If the railroad gains the rights it 


finch, and we cowld fet pay such a 


tion project for the lands mentioned 
will fall, the acquisition to the people 
of half a million acres of land in Cali- 
fornia and Arizona, worth $100 an acre, 
will not come to pass, and there wil! 
be no compensating ‘gain to the coun- 
try at large. The only gainer will be 
the railroad company, which, as has 
been shown, could just asa well use 
other routes that have been surveyed. 

Either blinded to the Yast public 
benefits at stake, or unduly solicitous 
for the building of the railroad through 
the reservoir sites in question, a large 
portion of the press arid public of 
Colorado has taken side against the 
irrigation project and the fiercest kind 
of a fight is being made to defeat the 
government's plans. 

That the last card has been pladed 
by the government, however, is not 
certain. In fact, tt ie declared that 
the matter will be fought in the highest 
courts and that every effort will be 
made to save the reservoir sites to the 
Reclamation Service. Help for the 
cause will be assured by the arousing 
of public sentiment in the districts 
which are most to be benfited by the 
irrigatio# plan, and it 1s to create this 
sentiment that the local organizations 
have taken up the matter... 

So far, the decisions of the Depart- 
ment of _the Interior have been favor- 
able to the contention of the Reclama- 
tion Service in the present controvers 
and hope is expressed that there will 
be similar support tn thie instance. . 

Nevertheless, the condition that 
exists is of such vital importance to 
this entire section that there will be fe 
relaxation in the effort to prevent the 
triumph of the raliroad company.

and transmitted to Los Angeles.

There are private interests on th 
Kern River. it was ascertained yester- 
day, which for several months have 
been endeavoring to sell water to Los 
Angeles. 

Before the Owens River project was 
told about in The Times the men were 
at work, and at one time there seemed 
a possibility that this city would ob- 
taln @t least a part of ite future water 
supply from the Kern River. 

he outrageous price asked for the 
wate? is said to have deterred the pro- 
moters from going further in the 
scheme to obtain a supply from that 
source. 

Py a corporation with interests on the 
south fork of the river 3000 miner's 
inches of water was offered to the Los 
Angeles syndicate for $17,000,000. This 
price is sald to have ended the water 
talk as far as the Bakersfield people 
are concerned. 

The party, consisting of about thirty 
surveyors, is stili in the mountains 
near Bakersfield endeavoring to solve 
their dificult probiem. but the difficulty 
of bringing the water through the 
mountains and out to the desert. it is 
said, has recently proved the plan to 
be impractical. 

Superintendent Mulholland had some- 
thing say yesterday con- 
cerning, th kersfield project. He 
said he had known for some time that 
a party of promoters was trying to dr- 
velop water from the Kern River. He 
did not think the water could success- 
fully be carried Qhrough the mountains, 
and stated emphatically that the city 
would have nothing to do with the 
plan. 

“We have got all the water we want,” 
sali Mr. Mulholland, “without taking 
any from the Kern River. Our Owens 
River water wil? fost us only $166 an 


fabulous sum as those Kern fellows 
would ask after the water was secured. 

“It is none of my business if a party 
of surveyors in the employ of Los An- 
geles promoters want ta spend their 
time in the mountains a t Bakers- 
field. They may be able to develop 
water that will be vala@able for power 
purposes, but they will not be able to 
sell to the city. becaubke we are néi 
looking for water.”

EDLANDS, Sept. 21.—The long- 

standing troubles of the Bear Vai- 

ley Water Company are practically 
at an end. A contract between the 
Savings and Trust Company of Cleve- 
jand, O., tructee, for the bondholders 
for the sale of the Bear Valley system 
to the Bear Valley Mutual Company, 
has been signed by the officers of both 
com panies. 

Under the contract, the Bear Valley 
Mutual Company will be allowed to is- 
sue $900,000 first mortgage bonds, $600,000 
of which is to be used in the purchase 
of the plant, and $300,000 in the im- 
provement of the system. 

The Bear Valley litigation started in 
the United States Cireult Court in Les 
Angeles in 1883, and it has been pend- 
ing ever since. During that peried the 
company’s affairs have been in the 
hands of a receiver. The Bear Valley 
Mutual Company. which will succeed 
the old Bear Valley Irrigation Com- 
pany, is composed only of the present

The Alieo-street bridge was accepted 
yesterday by the City Engineer and 
the Bridge Committee of the Council 
in behalf of the city.

OIL FOR CANAL BED.

As the foreign 
exchange does not affect these wages,

against the United Mates’ round eighty 
millions, so that her purchases do not 
materially affect the aggregate result. 
Roughly speaking, the United States 
takes just a little under one-half of the 
entire coffee crop of the world. In tea, 
Great Britain does a shade better—or 
should we say, a shade worse, in view 
of the dietetic reformers’ onslaughts 
both on tea and on coffee? Great Brit- 
ain absorbs more than one half of all 
the tea that is. grown. On the per 
capita basis of calculation, the aver- 
age Engl manages to get along 
each year with less than three-quarters 
of a pound of coffee, but he requires 
nearly six and a half pounds of tea. 
On the other hand the average Amer- 


jean does with a little over one-and-a- 


quarter pounds of tea, but he requires 
not far off eleven pounds of coffee. And 
in each country the per capita con- 
of the fevorite beverage 
keeps going up in spite of all the writ- 
ing and iectdring about stimulants, 
nerves, dyspepsia and so on. 

Cotton in Mexico. —

BAD FAITH ADMITTED BY HIM IN 
SAN BERNARDINO. 


Promoter of Glass Bottle Manufac- 
turing Concer® is Commanded to 
Cease Advertising That His Scheme 
is indorsed by Citizens of the Town. 
Says He Will Stop for Present. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Sept. 21.—The 
Merchants’ Association and the Board 
of Trade of this city have been greatly 
stirred over the action of the managers 
of the Protective Glass Bottle Com- 
pany of Los Angeles. The latter have 
been hawking stock in the concern on 
the representation that the company 
fs to build in this city and has the in- 
Gorsement of the leading business men 
of the community. 

Committees from the two local or- 
ganizations had @ hot session yester- 
day with “Our Mr. Wolf,” as the bot- 
tle company refers to its stock hawk- 
ing agent, and demanded that he desist 
in selling stock on the representations 
which are being made through the ad- 
vertisements in ths newspapers. They 
also demanded that “Our Mr. Wolf" 
convey to Promoter Henderson, who 
business 
™en several weeks ago, that they In- 
sisted on having an audience with him 
at once. 

Promoter Henderson's session with 
Mayor Barton, Joseph Israel, 8. F. 
Kelly, G. A. Atwood took place jn the 
Mayor's office. He was commanded to 
cease advertising that San Bernardino 
citizens indorsed his glass factory, and 
was openly accused of bad faith, which 
he admitted. He gave his word that 
no more stock would be offered for sale 
until a full understanding was reached, 
but said his company would bulld the 

lass factory here even if no support 
— San ino was given. 

From the firet the giase bottle propo- 
sition was considered rather dubious, 
Hut Henderson, after several meetings 
With the Board of Trade and Mer- 
chants’ Association, won a majority vf 
the members over, and they enthusias- 
tieally voted to buy stock, donate land 
and do a hundred and one other things 
t get the “factory” to this city. 

Colton woke up and conferred with 
Promoter Henderson and the local com- 
mittees with a view of having the plant 
Weated between the two towns. and al! 

all there was quite an excitement. 
dreams of local citizens and Colon 
people seemed about materialized and 
they could almost see a thousand 
smokestacks otting the valley. and 
Gan Bernardino transformed into one 
tic manufacturing center. 
en Promoter Henderson went East. 
or at least that was the word passed 
out, and the next development has now 
come, when local papers appear with 
great advertisements offering stock at 
low figures, and bearing in bold-faced 
type the names of Mayor Barton and a 
seere of others as indorsing the com- 
pany. This set afoot an Investigation, 
and it was learned that agents of the 
concern are active in various sections 
of the State hawking stock, and have 
sold almost $7000 worth of stock at 
Riverside alone. 

Thie stock hawking was not in the 
bargain that the Board of Trade and 
Merchants’ <Arrociation closed with 
Promoter Henderson. He claimed ‘to 
have financial backing to start the 
plant, and the local people were to 
subscribe for a certain amount of stock 
after the factory building had been 
completed. The local business men feel 
that they have been deceived. and that 
a bunco game is being attempted on 
the good people of Southern California.

Ignacio district of Sinaloa. J. B. Hag- 

n, the millionaire mine operator of 

n Francisco, owne the Carmen, 
La Cueva and El Caballo mines in 
that district, but is doing nothing with 
them at present. 

The largest producers today are 
owned by native capital, such as the 
Compania Guadalupe de ios Reyes, 
with #ix mines in the Cosala district 
and an annual production of %$1,500.- 
000, and the Compania Minera de Pa- 
nuco, with fifteen mines in the Con- 
cordia district and annual output of 
$1,000,000. About four thousand claime 
in all have been patented and about 
six thousand people are employed. 

Henry H. Hughes, an American min- 
ine man, bas a concession from the 
Federal government for the explora- 
tion of a dietrict of about - twelve 
equare miles taking In several old 
Spanish mines and some placer 
ground. It holds good until June, 1997, 
yy which time 2390 pertenencias must 
be denounced.
